WHEREAS, the Emergency Medical Services Department is 
a part of the Board of Public Safety, answers to the Board of 
Public Safety, and all other Public Safety Departments are 
funded through the General Fund and it is desirous that the 
Emergency Medical Services Department be funded through the 
General Fund; and 

WHEREAS, the only revenue that supports the Emergency 
Medical Services Fund is property tax, bank tax, and license 
excise tax, and these taxes also support the General Fund, and 
it is desirous that the Emergency Medical Services Department 
be combined with the General Fund; and 

WHEREAS, it is now necessary to eliminate Fund #61- 
Emergency Medical Services, and transfer the entire balance 
of said Fund #61 to the General Fund on January 1, 1977; and 

WHEREAS, by eliminating said Fund #61-Emergency 
Medical Services, and transferring said balance to the General 
Fund, it is now necessary to establish a new fund within the 
General Fund entitled Department #835-Emergency Medical Services 
on January 1, 1977; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that the 1977 Appropriation 
Ordinance No. A-38-76 be amended to include Department #835- 
Emergency Medical Services within the General Fund. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Fund #61-Emergency Medical Services 
is hereby eliminated and the entire balance is transferred to 
the General Fund on January 1, 1977. 
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SECTION 2. That a new fund is hereby established 
within the General Fund entitled Department #835-Emergency 
Medical Services on January 1, 1977 and all funds from the 


eliminated Fund #61-Emergency Medical Services shall be 
transferred to the new department within the General Fund. 

SECTION 3. That Appropriation Ordinance No. A-38-76 
is hereby amended to include Department #835-Emergency Medical 
Services within the General Fund on January 1, 1977. 

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor, 
legal publication and January 1, 1977.

SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE: 

Since the Emergency Medical Services Department is a part of the 
Board of Public Safety, answers to the Board of Public Safety, and all 
other Public Safety departments are funded thru the General Fund, then 
the E.M.S. Department should also be funded thru the General Fund. 

Since the only revenue that supports the E.M.S. Fund is Property 
Tax, Bank Tax, and License Excise Tax and these taxes also support 
the General Fund, then the E.M.S. Fund should be combined with the 
General Fund.
